After missing out on last season’s grand final, Nick Orlic won’t rest 
easy until he gets his chance to play in one, writes Nicholas Tzaferis. 


A MAY Saturday night in 1998 went down in South 
Melbourne's history books as one of the club's most 
treasured moments with a third national title, 
coming at the expense of newcomer Carlton. 

For Nick Orlic, it was a night of mixed emotions. 
Sure, he was elated his side was out there clinching 
the coveted trophy but his joy would have doubled 
if he was out there in the heart of the battle. 

After playing most of the season under an injury 
cloud, Orlic was named as substitute for the grand 
final. It undoubtedly hurt the towering defender. 

“It doesn't get any easier talking about it. It was 
probably the toughest thing | faced in 20 years of 
playing soccer,” Orlic says. 

“How many players in Australia get to play in a 
grand final? Only a few get to play in one and that’s 
what may have been most disappointing.” 

South Melbourne coach Ange Postecoglou says the 
worst part of his job is making decisions such as that 
one that forces players out of big games. 

“L_was delighted once we won it but my immediate 
thoughts after the game went to players like Nick 
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Orlic, Michael Curcija, George Goutzioulis and Jason 
Polak who contributed so much throughout the 
season and missed out on the grand final,” 
Postecoglou says. 

Orlic's 1997-98 was injury riddled and sidelined him 
for almost two moths in a chunk of the season. 
“Even the games | did play in | struggled all the way 
because of injury. | was probably only at 50 per cent,” 
Orlic says. 

After knocking back offers from other clubs in the off- 
season and committing to South Melbourne, Orlic has 
set out to live a grand final on the park. 

“The desire is now burning even more,” Orlic says. 

“LT think in the next couple of years that South 
Melbourne will win another one so my chance will 
come. 

“Even this season the boys have been playing well and 
getting results but the best is still yet to come from 
us’ 

That spells ominous signs for South's Ericsson Cup 
challengers.

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MELLOW LOZANOVSKI SETTLES 


Glamour means little to South Melbourne star Goran Lozanovski as he now seeks 
to consolidate his soccer career, writes Nicholas Tzaferis. 


TAKE Goran Lozanovski’s rejection of coloured boots 
this season as a sign of him being a changed man. 

Last season, Lozanoyski toyed with gold, white and red 
boots - this season he has taken the more conventional 
black and has discarded flair for consistency and 
maturity. 

As he reaches 25 years of age, Lozanovski says he is a 
changing man. 

“The older you get the more relaxed you become. | am 
finding that | am changing and that helps you on the 
field," Lozanovski says. 

“When I'm at my job, which is soccer, | now concentrate 
more on my work. | take my frustrations out more on 
the soccer field than at home. That's where my 
aggressiveness comes from.” 

It has been a mixed season for the talented wing-back 
with two red cards, four goals and a trial overseas all in 
the first half of the campaign. 

Indeed two of those goals came from direct free kicks, 
a feature of the Lozanovski game which was shadowed 
at South Melbourne last season. 

“When | was there last year we had Boutsi (Con 
Boutsianis) and you can’t say no to him when it comes 
to free kicks, He's such a naturally gifted player,” 
Lozanovski says. 

“But like Ange (Postecoglou) says, whoever is confident 
at the time should take them and | have been.” 
Lozanovski, who says that after a full pre-season he is 
fitter now than he was at grand final time last season, 
has become a Lakeside favourite in less than two years. 
Players must show great dedication to endear 
themselves to South's legion of fans and Lozanovski has 
done just that. 

He says his popularity is most likely based on his will to 
create and score goals. 

“The fans like must like my style of game. | love attacking 
and setting up and scoring goals. Fans like players who 
play like that,” Lozanovski says. 

“I’ve always got high standards. | know what | can do and 
want to be able to do that week in week out.” 

It is these high standards that forced promotion chasing 
German club Armenia Bielefield to chase the 24-year- 
old. 

A modest club, based not far from Dortmund, Armenia 
Bielefield lies in the industrial heart of Germany and is 
close to regaining a position in the famous Bundesliga. 
Lozanovski trialled with the German side during the 
Ericsson Cup season and pleased coach Tommy Van 
Haessen. 

“They really wanted me for the last six months of the 
season to help them win promotion to the Bundesliga,” 
Lozanovski says.

The January trading period in Germany may see 
Armenia Bielefield claim Lozanovski but the Socceroo 
says he would be happy to stay with South Melbourne if 
the German club does not renew its interest. 

And he believes that if he stays put, he will win another 
championship with South Melbourne. 

What's good is that 
when we're not playing well we're still picking up 
points,” Lozanovski says. 

“We have a lot more to offer and the best is yet to 
come. We will peak come finals time.”
